CORNELIUS VANDERBILT GOES 'GUNNING' 


TEXAN, ABDUCTED 
AND STRIPPED OF 
CLOTHES, RESCUED 


B. P. Brown, Supply Minister of North 


Dallas Baptist Church, Hanged by 
Neck from Chandelier by Party of 
Four Men—Rope Stretches and Vic- 
tim Able to Rest Weight on Altar- 
Cries Attract Neighbors. 
DALLAS, Tex., June 18— (AP)— B. P. Brown, supply 


pastor of the North Dallas Baptist church, was stripped of 
his clothing, bound hand and foot, and hanged by the neck 
from a chandelier in the church early today by a party of 
four men who abducted him. His life was saved when the 
rope stretched and he was able to rest his weight on the 
altar, he'said. 


About three hours later residents 


Df the neighborhood were attracted 
by his cries and released him. 


Brown, who occasionally preached 


the church, reported to the police 
that he was seized after midnight as 
he was going home from his work in 
the baggage department of a hotel. 


After his clothing was taken from 


him, he said, his hands were tied 
oehind him and his feet pulled up 
Dehind him and bound to his wrists. 


Cairtive Jerked Upwards. 


Then, he related, a hangman's 


noose was placed about his neck. 
The rope was attached to a chande- 
lier and he was jerked upward. 
The rope was new and to this he at- 
tributed the fact that he was not 
killed. He said it stretched enough 
so that he was able to swing him- 
self around until he rested 
his 


weight on the altar. 


His outcries brought residents of 


the neighborhood to his rescue at 
4:30 a. m. 


Brown reported to officers that he 


and Rev. H. P. Marler. pastor of the 
church, had 
received numerous 


threatening letters during the last 
three months.

GOES ON RAPIDLY 


Emergency building work at the 
state penitentiary, which was au- 
thorized by an appropriation at the 
regular session, of the legislature, is 
moving along splendidly. Warden W 
T. Fenton stated Thursday. 


Convicts who are doing th€ work 
are well along on the walls of the 
new chapel and auditorium. No work 
has been done yet on the new eel 
block which was authorized by the 
legislature. It will be built from an 
unexpended balance of the present 
biennium and additional funds pro- 
vided in the emergency appropria- 
tion. Money for repairs had been 
allowed by the 1929 legislature but 
investigation revealed that condi- 
tions would not make it safe to 
add cells to the present structure. 
Work on the new cell block can 


be started within 60 days. Warden 
Fenton estimated. 
After the eel 
block is up. workers can proceec 
with the reroofing of present build- 
ings. The reroofing cost also will 
be covered by the emergency ap- 
propriation. A more fireproof prison 
to avoid dangers of a conflagration 
and serious damage or loss "of life 
was regarded as necessary.

Wednesday afternoon on the ques- 
tion of sustaining Governor Bryan's 
refusal to allow any amount what- 
ever in his budget for the mainten- 


• ance of that institution, the leading 
one of its kind in the country. 


By 64 votes to 18, the chamber 


approved an appropriation of $60,- 
000 for state fair maintenance, as 
recommended by the finance com- 
mittee. 
Including that item, but 


with no others in excess of the 
Bryan figures, it advanced to third 
reading H. R. 9, the Bivens bill pro- 
viding for the state fair separately 
from other expending agencies. 


The finance committee had cut 


out $20,000 for advertising the state 
of Nebraska and $10,200 to pay for 
a tract of additional land already 
purchased by the state board of 
agriculture. No attempt was made 
to put back either of these items, 
as the governor had disallowed both 
of them. 
Committee Cut Amount. 
In its original form the Bivens 


bill provided $75,000 for state fair 
maintenance, which the committee 
reduced to 
$60,000. 
Democratic 


Floor Leader O'Malley moved to 
eliminate the whole $75,000, while 
Trenmor Cone proposed to make 
the amount $40,000. 
The whole 


question was settled by a roll call 
on O'Malley's motion. Only fifteen 
democrats and .three republicans 
voted to take away all support from 
the fair. The committee recom- 
mendation was thereupon approved 
by a large majority. 
. 
During the discussion Mr. O'Mal- 


ley and others assailed the state fair 
management on the ground that too 
many people are admitted free at 
the gates. 
Others explained that 
exhibitors, concessionaires, members 
of boys' and girls' clubs, and all 
children under 12 years of age are 
given Iree entrance. 


Davis Pleas For Fair. 


Mr. Davis made an earnest plea 


on behaSf of the state fair as one 
of the best educational factors and 
means 
otf advertising Nebraska's 


wealth and resources which the 
state has. He and other speakers 
praised the board of managers for 
keeping out. objectionable shows and 
features,, even at the sacrifice of 
some revenu\e. 
Aside from the $60,000 mainten- 
ance item, other amounts appro- 
priated in the state fair bill are: 


Erection o£ water standpipe for 


emergency fitfe protection of build- 
ings, $7,000; boys' and girls' club 
work, $10,000 r premiums, 
$4,000; 


promotion of agricultural activities, 
$30,300; meetings of organized ag- 
riculture, $3,000; 
The last two items are lor the 
benefit of a considerable number of 
organizations asidte from the state 
board of agriculture, and none of 
this money goes toisupport the state 
fair.

Commends Wide Use

retary Hyde today advised the 
nation's 
dairymen to rid 
their 


herds of the least profitable pro- 
ducers to bring milk production and 
consumption together. 
Speaking before the Dairymen's 


League Cooperative association, he 
said the best method of culling cows 
,s through cow-testing association 


A cow which produces 100 pounds 


or less of butterfat a year returns 
very little, if anything, above feed 
costs, the secretary said. He added: 


"A dairyman who keeps a cow 


like that either loves to milk or he 
goes too far in his kindness to dumb 
animals." 


Hyde said the gross farm value of 


the dairy industry's products ex- 
ceeds two and one-half billion dol- 
lars, making it the nation's greatest 
industry, measured in value of 
product, capital invested or number 
of persons employed. 
Citing tariff protection on casein, 


colored oleomargarine, fresh milk, 
cream, condensed milk and butter, 
Hyde said the dairyman "would be 
helpless 
without 
the 
protective 


tariff." 


"The benefits of the tariff, how- 
ever," he cautioned, "can be held 
only by keeping our production 
within the limits set by domestic 
demand."

his way to the province of Navarre 
to organize an army which would 
march on Madrid and place Don 
Jaime, son of the late pretender, on 
the throne.

premier in the cabinet 
of Gen. 


Primo de Rivera and long a captain 
general in the army, was forced to 
resign his post when King Alfonso 
gave way to the republic. His offi- 
cial acts later were scrutinized by 
the provisional government with an 
eye to prosecution. 


Cheered by Catholics. 


Prince Jaime, whose headquarters 


are in Pans, was roundly cheered 
at a meeting of 20,000 Catholics in 
Pamplona, capital of Navarre, last 
Sunday for his sympathy toward 
the church. A telegram from him 
felicitating Catholics in their cause 
against the government was read at 
the meeting. 
Shortly after the fall of the mon- 


archy, Prince Jaime issued a manl 
festo to the Spanish people assert' 
ing his rights to the throne and 
urging them to support a royalist 
government which would be 
"re 


newed, progressive and decential 
ized," but which would not v 
beaded by Alfonga, 
Don Jaime, 61 years old, is the 


great-grandson of the first Carlist 
pretender to the throne and hte 
latest of a long line of Bourbon 
princes who trace their claims tr 
King Charles IV. They were sue 
ceeded by another branch of tin 
family in the person of King Ferdi 
nand VII and later by Alphonso 
XII, father of the present fallen 
monarch.

MR. COOLIDGE ADOPTS 


BLINDERS. 


It isn't surprising the American people at times re- 


veal a surprising incapacity to arrive at sound and 
honest conclusions upon public issues. If they were 
to believe half of what their leaders tell them they 
could not come to a sane judgment. 


The address which Calvin Coolidge, a former presi- 


dent, delivered at the dedication of the Harding 
memorial furnishes a splendid example. As trusted 
and much-beloved spokesman for America, it would 
Ecem the former occupant of the White House would 
exercise the greatest care in his utterances. There is 
the prestige of his exalted office behind him. It gives 
added weight to his words. 


And yet we find Mr. Coolidge in extolling the cour- 


age of the late Warren Harding declaring the Ohioan 
had been confronted with a chaotic condition of af- 
fairs when he became president. "Governmental ex- 
penditures were high, there was a staggering debt, 
commodity prices had dropped perpendicularly and 
agriculture was in collapse." 


The facts are the government was spending enor- 


mous sums of money. Its budget approximated five 
billions of dollars. There -ras the huge task of de- 
mobilizing an army of more than three million men, 
and of organizing affairs jupon a peace time instead 
of a war basis. The governmental expenditures did 
not drop perceptibly during the entire period Mr. 
Harding was in the White House although the initial 
steps of demobilization had been arranged by Wood- 
row Wilson and the program was well underway be- 
fore he left office. 


Mr. Coolidge's reference to agriculture is particular- 


ly misleading and unfair. The great drop in farm 
produce prices, amounting to a virtual collapse of the 
industry, and bankruptcy 
and impoverishment for 


thousands of cattle raisers and grain farmers, came 
after Mr. Harding had taken the oath of office, and 
after the federal reserve board, at his insistence had 
entered upon the drastic and painful program of de- 
flation. That was what Mr. Hardin? had promised. 
He told an audience in Des Moines he proposed "to 
make their dollar worth a hundred cents." Unfor- 
tunately only a relative few understood the full sig- 
nificance of the pledge. They were thinking of the 
high tost of living, as it applied to their purchases 
and not the dollar which they received for their la- 
bor or for their investments. They had in mind the 
dollar which left their pocketbook and forgot about 
the dollar which came into it. It was an appealing 
slogan and it swept through the country as wild fire. 


The following table of farm prices, taken from the 


market reports for March 4. 1921, the date of Mr. 
Ksrcli-.n's inrusr-iration. and six months later shows 
exactly whr.t h?ppcned:

As a result of Mr. Harding's deflation policy, wheat 


prices dropped 48 cents a bushel six months after he 
had taken office, corn 14'i cents, and oats 8'i cents 
a bushel. The choicest cattle brought from $1 to S4 
less a hundred pounds, the bulk of the fat beef mov- 
ing to market froin S3 to $4 less a hundred. Hogs 
dropped S1.65 a hundred for the best and an average 
of from S3 to S4.05 for the bulk of the swine marketed 
by the farmers. In these six months literally billions 
dropped out of farm values. And that is the nericul- 
tural collapse to which Mr. Coolidce referred at 
Marion, only he did not time it correctly. Why 
should the masses be blamed for Impotence in the 
function of democracy when the exalted leaders are 
so 
co; 


surprising if some of the writers, in their anxiety for 
something out of the ordinary should have slightly 
exaggerated. In any event there was "pitiless pub- 
licity," whether the mayors wanted it or not. 


It would be impossible to make up a company of 


that character without having some misfits in it. and 
if any cliy is dissatisfied with the manner in which 
its executive has conducted himself it can send an- 
other the next time. The country as a whole, how- 
ever, has no reason to feel ashamed of its represen- 
tation. 


THE TIDE HAS TURNED. 


Roger Babson. it would appear, is the answer to the 


business man's prayer. In a notable statement this 
distinguished economist and statistician definitely put 
himself on record as a prophet that we have passed 
through the worst of the depression and improvement 
will come slowly and 
gradually. Dr. Babson, who 


specializes both in business and industrial chills and 
feverish flushes, warns against undue optimism. The 
patient received a severe jar in hitting bottom but is 
definitely on the upgrade and will recover tediously. 


The unqualified diagnosis just completed by Mr. 


Babson will command respect. It deserves to for he 
has been demonstrating an uncanny perception of 
business trends and currents. Early in 1928, in ad- 
vance of the republican national convention, he pre- 
dicted the nomination and election of Mr. Hoover, 
which has no relation to business, except that he 
said the newly-ele"cted president would be in for a 
severe period of readjustment and that the demo- 
crats would win in 1932. Then in the spring of 1929, 
when everyone was tumbling over each other in the 
effort to buy stock, Mr. Babson said prices would 
tumble. A million deflated pocketbooks furnish an 
eloquent reminder that Dr. Babson certainly knew his 
stock market debacles. 


There is a solid and substantial foundation for his 


position at this time. Price recession has been more 
prolonged than in most economic depressions which 
have visited America. 
Suspension of activity has 


been for a longer period. Stocks are largely exhaus- 
ted, 
and it will be necessary to rebuild them. The 


huge surpluses which formerly existed have been 
wiped out. We are ready to start with a clean slate. 
For nearly two years private building has been at a 
standstill. Many of the psychological factors, in- 
cluding disappointment, bitterness and resentment, 
have spent their fury. 


Mr. Babson has picked upon the most auspicious 


minute to enhance his reputation. The traditional 
summer lull will unquestionably be followed by re- 
newed activity in the fall. His view furnishes a prop- 
er and substantial reason for encouragement. He is 
the outstanding business authority in the United 
States, a reputation acquired because of his habit of 
saying what he thought rather than talking along 
lines which were pleasing and comfortable. 


NEBRASKA AFFECTED. 


Proposal of all railroads to establish a 15 per cent 


increase in freight rates throughout the country is of 
serious concern to Nebraska. The bulk of Nebraska's 
products go out of the state by rail, it being a sur- 
plus producing state. 


Any increase in freight rates is always of concern 


to the agriculturist who ultimately pays them. 
In 


the present case the proposal for an increase strikes 
even more seriously. Farm prices have dropped to un- 
usually low levels, handicapping the farmer in his 
efforts to secure a reasonable return for his produce. 
To add higher freight rates to the lower commodity 
prices is to strike a serious blow at Nebraska agri- 
culture. 


The situation is not all one-sided. Railway facili- 


ties cannot be extended for nothing and the great 
decrease in operating revenue necessitates some read- 
justment. Nebraska should be, however, in a favor- 
able position to oppose any of that readjustment be- 
ing made by a horizontal increase in rates through- 
out the country. 


At the present time, according to one member of 


the state railway commission, eastern manufactured 
goods .move by rail through Nebraska to the west at 
one-fourth the ton mile rats that Nebraska grain and 
hay can move to eastern points. 


Despite the obvious economy per ton mile of the 


distance haul, there there can be little justification 
for any such discrepancy in freight rates as that in 
the above illustration. The entire middlewest and 
particularly the western area of it has suffered from 
rai^ rates which have discriminated against it to the 
advantage of certain key cities in the middlewest and 
eastern points in general. 


Nebraska should make a determined fight to have 


the readjustment of freight income made so as to 
pick up the slack elsewhere rather than in the al- 
ready overburdened middle west. 


THE PRESIDENT GETS MAD. 


Since President Hoover's address at Marion, O., the 


order has gone out to tread softly in the 
future 


whenever the president is speaking. 


It seems that the roar of airplanes during- the dedi- 


cation of the Harding memorial was extremely dis- 
pleasing to the president. Secretary Lament found 
this out when he joined the special to rid« with Mr. 
Hoover to Springfield, DL The chief told his ap- 
pointee just what was what and Lament responded 
by phoning the aviation division of the commerce 
department which he heads and ordered the three 
offending fliers grounded. 


You may be sure that Mr. Hoover wasn't disturbed 


when he spoke Wednesday at Springfield. HI. It had 
been decided to send a couple of army blimps to par- 
ticipate in the rcdedication ceremonies at Lincoln's 
tomb. The sage army man in charge of Scott field 
decided that even though blimps slide through the 
air without the noise of airplanes he would take no 
chances and so the trip was cancelled.

I am interested in bor<cs of fic- 


tion dealing with war experiences, 
which, however, are not written 
purely for portraying the horrors of 
battle. Briefly, I want to get hold of 
some good, realistic books on tne 
subject, based on a. knowledge of 
actual war experiences. Can you 
recommend some such volumes? 


ANSWER. 


Read the novels of Erckman- 


Chatrian. These books belong to the 
comparatively small number of first 
class literary productions which can 
be translated from one language to 
another without noticeably losing 
the beauty an< strength of the orig- 
inal. The authors, Erckman and 
Chatrian, were Alsatians who wrote 
French with a German idiom, and 
co-operated in such harmonious and 
effective unison that their joint 
output seems to be that of a single 
person. No books I know present a 
more balanced and searching pro- 
test in behalf of international jus- 
tice and peace. 


Begin with their national novels, 


comprising 
"Madame 
Therese," 


"Year One of the Republic," "The 
Country in Danger," "Blockade of 
Phalsbourg," "The Conscript," "Wa- 
terloo," and "The Plebiscite." These 
volumes reveal the incurable stu- 
pidity of the Bourbons and their 
monarchial allies. They describe the 
causes and the course of the French 
Revolution and the ferocity of some 
of its leaders. What the peasants 
who had to plough, reap, rebuild the 
waste places and also fight and die 
felt about the stirring events which 
history records is here set forth by 
eye-witnesses 
of the 
catacylsm. 


Such novels are great public docu- 
ments as well as choice romances, 
scorching exposures of the hollow- 
ness, corruption and baseness of 
many of the policies which precipi- 
tated twenty years of costly war in 
Europe, and to a more limited de- 
gree throughout the world. 


They Indict the tyrannies of Na- 
poleon miscalled the Great and also 
the 
weakness, of Napoleon 
the 


Third. The accounts of those rulers 
contained 
in the "Storr of a 
Pea'x-nt" and "The Plebiscite" are 
illuminating-. Manv d e l i g h t f u l 
sketches of domestic and civic life, 
rural scenery and the habits and 
customs of "the plain folk occur 
throughout the novels. I have re- 
turned to them repeatedly, and of- 
ten wished that all the works of 
these authors could be published in 
a complet* edition. I think you can 
obtain those you want, however, 
from Charles Scribner & Sons, New 
York City.

with the understanding that the 
actual cost will be repaid by the 
settlers over a. period of years with- 
out interest, all repayment deferred 
"or 5 years, as is the case with all 
other reclamation aid projects in ths 
United States. 


These brave and industrious set- 
tlers are certainly entitled to help 
and should come first, and before 
any further reclamation of new arid 
.ands, because they have invested. 
;heir all and devoted fhe best years 
of their lives buildrng and trying to 
maintain homes, have builded their 
canals and with the added burden
